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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Contrary to the applicant's assumption that the 
previous Office Action (paper no. 12) was "trying to imply the Abstract of Goldberg provides motivation to achieve a plurality of orthogonal 
codes con-esponding to a plurality of canned messages", the motivation to modify Goldberg's system such that orthogonal codes are used 
to represent canned messages instead of unique identifications is provided by LaPorta. A two-way pager clearly has advantages over the 
one-way pager taught by Goldberg, mainly that a two-way pager enables a subscriber to directly respond to a received message. 
Furthermore. LaPorta's two-way pager is able to send pre-stored canned messages since using pagers to create free-form messages is 
often tedious and/or impractical (see Col. 13, lines 5 - 8). In addition. LaPorta teaches that canned messages uses limited bandwidth (see 
Col. 6. lines 56 - 59), thus conserving spectrum. Goldberg's abstract was cited for further supporting the desire of conserving frequency 
spectrum because a system that can receive simultaneous co-channel responses uses less frequency spectrum than a system that 
requires the use of multiple channels within the frequency band to avoid interference.. 
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
